The 25th of March is an important 


fiate both in the secular and religions 
calendars. It is the-flrst quarter day in 
tho year and as such comes home1 to 
most of us who have before ottr eyes the 
fear of payment of rent or the rarer 
pleasure of receiving i'fc The pay. days 
in England have been arbitrarily'flxed 
on Lady day, Midsummer day,,Michael- 
iiiaa clay and Christmas day. Why? No- 
body has been able to esplain, unless'.it 
be that, arriving, as they do, near the 
end of each quarter, such important 
days are better as reminders of our duty 
to our landlord than any-ordinary 80th 
or 31st of the month would bo likely to 
be. 


But it is, of course, as one of the 


great .festivals dedicated to the Virgin 
(as its name, Lady day, or the old term, 
Our Lady's day, implies) that it has 
most importance, being tho anniversary 
of the day when the augel Gabriel an- 
nounced to the Virgin the mystery of 
the incarnation. 
Four other dates in 


the calendar share the honor of this ti- 
tle—namely, Feb. 2, or the Purification; 
July 3, or the Visitation, to commem- 
orate the visit paid by the Virgin Mary 
to her cousin Elizabeth (instituted by 
Pope Urban VI in 1388); Sept. 8, or 
the Nativity, and Dec. 8, or the Con- 
ception. 


But tho 25th of March, or tho An- 


nunciation, is most regarded, as it is 
the anniversary, according to St. Aii- 
gnstino, of tho great event to which it 
o\ves its origin, and the institution of 
this festival dates from very early times, 
since St. Atlianasius makes mention of 
it in one of his sermons. 
An order of 


the Patriarch Nicephorus having given 
permission to break the fast of Lent if 
the Annunciation happened to fall on 
the Thursday or Friday of Holy week, 
a council convened at Toledo in 650 to 
preserve tho complete observance .of 
Lent and ordered the transf crence of tho 
holiday to the week preceding Christ- 
mas. Some of tho eastern churches still 
follow this decree, but tho Syrians have 
fixed it on Dec. 1 and the Armenians 
on tho Cth of January, while in the 
Latin church it has resumed its' old 
place in the ecclesiastical calendar. 
In 


the western ch-arch, if it should fall iu 
the Easter fortnight, its celebration if 
postponed until tho second Monday fol- 
lowing the festival 


Lady day of March has always been 


very highly observed in England. The 
synod of Worcester, 1240 A. D., by ono 
of its canons forbade all servile work 
upon it, and this was afterward con- 
firmed by various provincial aud dioc- 
esan councils in all respects except ag- 
ricultural labor. 


In Rome, in tho early part of the cen- 


tury, tho day used to be celebrated with 
grrnn.* pnmp and splendor. We read that 
the windows wero hung wltli crimson 
and yellow silk draperies and occupied 
by females iu most gorgeous attire, 
while, tho churches were patrolled by 
tho pope's horse guards in their splen- 
did full dress uniforms, all of whom 
wore in their caps a sprig of myrtle as 
a sign of rejoicing. Before (lie service a 
procession appeared, preceded by anoth- 
er detachment of tho guards mounted 
on black chargers, who rode forward to 
clear tho way to the sound of trumpet 
and tho beating of drums. This martial 
array was followed by a bareheaded 
priest on a white mule, bearing the host 
in a gold cup, at tho sighc of which ev- 
erybody prostrated hiuisf.it'. 
The popu 


used formerly to rklo on the white mule 
hiinselC, aud nil iho cardinals used to 
follow him in thi-ir miiiinificont robes 
of state, but aa tho enrineiitixsirai were 
for tho mc?.t part not very eminent 
hors?raen they wero generally fastened 
on lost they should tumble olf. 


It is not to ba supp-.iSfd that in this 


country tho clay would bn without its 
tradition or superstition, sown find that 
it was considered a public misfortune 
if Lady clay fell on Easter day, and the 
mediaeval couplet runs: 


When oar Lady falls in our Lord's lap, 
Then England beware of great mishap. 
No less than Iu saints figure in the 


calendar on this clay. 
Of these two 


wero ladies—St. Dula and St. Ida; ono 
Irishman, St. Cammin, abbot of Inis- 
keltra, Mid two Englishmen, St. Alf- 
wolf, bishop of Sherborne, and St. Wil- 
liam, the child martyr, of Norwich. 


In The Calendar of the Anglican 


Church we find a statement showing 
how great in ancient times was the ven- 
eration for the Virgin in this country. 
Published in 1851, the book states that 
no fewer than 3,120 churches were 
named in her honor alone, .besides. 102 
where she was associated with some 
other saint. 
On the authority of the 


same work, pictorially the Virgin is 
nearly always shown kneeling or seated 
at a table reading. 


Of thq great masters of all countries 


and ages whoso genius has been lavish- 
ed on this thomo it will be sufficient to 
mention the brothers Van Eyck, Loch- 
uer of Cologne, Albert Duerer, Andrea 
del Sarto, Vasari, Louis and Annibal 
Oarracci, Guido, Charles de la Fosse, 
Lesueur and Murillo. 


In connection with the-day it is. per- 


missible, perhaps, to conclude with a 
"chestnut" that owes its,origin'to the 
postomce. It is said.thatiaifewyenrs a 
go a country gentleman wrote a letter 
:o a lady of rank in town and sent it 
through the post with the following ad- 
dress: "To the 25th of March, Duke 
street, London." The postman is said 
to have delivered it at the house of La- 
rlv Dav. /ra- v:\>mn if was intended.—

ESPDBIICAN 
COPESTION. 


It is telegraphed from St. Louis that 


the money plank agreed upon by the 
gold men in the Republican National 
Convention is as follows: 


The Republican party is unreservedly 


for sound money. It caused the enact- 
ment of a law providing for the resump- 
tion of specie payments in 1879. Sinoe 
then every dollar has been as good as 
gold. We are unalterably opposed to 
every measure calculated to debase our 
currency or impair the credit of our 
country. We are therefore opposed to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
except by international 
agreement, 


which we favor, and until such agree- 
ment can be obtained the existing gold 
standard should be preserved. 
We 


favor the use of silver as currency, but 
to the extent only that its parity with 
gold can be maintained, and we are in 
favor of measures designed to main- 
tain inviolable the money of the United 
States, whether coin or paper, to the 
standard of the most enlightened na- 
tions ot the earth. 


There is no straddle about that. It 


declares unequivocally against the free 
coinage of silver, except by interna- 
tional agreement. That is, in plain 
words, when England, which is now 
buying our silver at less than the cost 
of production, and coining it into shil- 
lings for home use, and rupees for use 
in India at a profit ot nearly 50 per 
cent, consents to pay $1 29 an ounce 
for what it has been buying for the last 
year at about 66 cents an onnce, then 
the Republican party will consent to 
open the mints to silver. As free coin- 
age would coicpel Europe to pay twice 
as much for cotton, wheat and other 
farm products and fcr silver, of course 
it will not consent to free coinage. 


But why ask other nations to say 


what money we shall com or issue? 
They do not ask us whether they shall 
coin gold, silver or copper, or whether 
they shall issue paper money. The 
Constitution empowers Congress, and 
Congress alone to coin money and reg- 
ulate the value thereof. Hare the Be- 
publicans abandoned the Constitution 
and substituted the advice of foreign 
nations for the fundamental law of the 
United States? Is that Americanism 
as promulgated by the bondholders 
and their agents at St. Louis, under 
the guise of 
Republicanism? 
\\ ill 


American citizens, whose property is 
steadily declining in value, under the 
gold standard, submit to that decree 
aud approve it with their votes? Most 
assuredly not. 


But why permit foreign nations, who 


are profiting by the business and indus- 
trial depression in the United States, 
to dictate the kind, character and 
amount of money we shall is<?ue? With 
as much reason should we submit the 
manner in which we shall raise a reve- 
nue for the support of the Government 
and the regulation of tariff schedules 
to foreign nations. 


We are now at the mercy of the gold 


trust. The Democratic Administration 
and Republican Congress are its agents. 
The people can release themselves and 
the country from the galling yoke 
if they unite and assert their independ- 
ence. Let gold men appeal to foieigu 
nations to give us free coinage; the sil- 
ver men, who comprise the bone and 
sinew of the country, can restore pros- 
perity by exercising the right of free- 
men at the ballot box, and the signs of 
the times portend that they will do it 
next November.

Ham Bones, Stamped Cocks' Combs and 
Varnished Turkey Legs Are Some of the 
1'arlslac Deueptlons. 


Wo often hear people who have paid 


85 minute visits to Paris talk of the 
Deanties of Parisian cuisine Here are 
A few of them. Jnst as tho Parisians, 
liko the cockney coffeehouse keepers, 
have found out how to make coffee 
u-ithout coffee, so have also the PariSlan 
restaurateurs found out how to make 
bouillon, or beef tea, without beef. At 
the gargotes, the lowest, class of Paris 
festuurants, a species of very ingenious 
fraud has now been common for over 
b.'ilf a century and maybe more. It con- 
sists in passing off warm water, colored 
f.:id flavored with burned onions and 
.T.-.-amel and into which some little 
greivie bubbles have been injected, as 
soup. It is true that bones which have 
been twice stewed, first by the larger 
restaurants and secondly by the inferior 
clivss of traitenrs and cast away as done 
with, ure stewed in this water for the 
third tinip, in order that it may be im- 
pregnated, if possible, with some parti- 
:le of animal substance; but, as this op- 
eration fails to impart to it those little 
greasy bubbles which the French term 
"eyes," :ind for which the shrewd fre- 
ciuonters of these establishments invaria- 
bly look in order to satisfy themselves 
that the broth they drink has been act- 
ually mado from meat, a clever cook 
got over the difficulty by blowing a 
spoonful of flch oil, which, falling into 
the caldron or soup tureen, formed the 
eyes so dear to epicures. 


Parisians of a certain class are inordi 


nate eaters of ham—in factj almost as 
many hams are eaten in Paris as coulc 
be furnished by all the pigs killed 
throughout the whole of France, even 
allowing for both shoulder and leg be- 
ing cured in accordance with French 
practice. The demand used—and may 
be now—to bo supplied in this wise. 
Tlio dealers in cooked hams bought up 
tho old ham bones at a couple of sous a 
piece and ingeniously inserted them into 
pieces of picked pork, which they trim- 
med into shape and coated with grated 
crusts. In this way many bones did duty 
hundreds of times over, lasting, in fact, 
for years. They would leave the dealers 
in tho morning and frequently return 
to them the same night, to quit them 
ag'ain the following day. Nevertheless 
the supply could hardly keep pace with 
tho demand. Only fancy the inconven 
icnce of having to wait for your ham 
until your neighbor's servant took back 
tho ham boiio which the charcntier re- 
lied upon receiving yesterday 1 It was to 
obviata r.uch a state of things that au 
ingenious individual conceived tho idea 
of nuiuufaeturing ham bones wholesale, 
and era lo::g he drove a thriving trade 
::1; JO sous a dozen, since which time 
il>" Krofk cf hams has augmented auJ 
t'v.' rlf-licjicy h;;s become less difficult of 
an.'iinnscnt. Much in tho same way ini- 
ot'iKT ingvuioaaindividual, knowing the 
ijniDPi!«e consitmption of cocks' combs in 
Piii-is for ragouts, cnquilles of cocks' 
Mml>s and vol-au-vonts and seeing the 
J'igii prices the said cocks' combs coin- 
in:u:dod owing to t'.io limited supply,

ui'ucvuvcr of cci-ks' combs. So extensive

This is the way our artist went to 


work As tho same method is largely 
worked at this clay in London as well 
as in Paris—ay, and in Now York and 
New Orleans—we purposely use the 
present tense for a time. He takes the 
palate of a bullock, cow, calf, sheep or 
goat—either will do, though he prefers 
the first After having blanched it in 
boiling water he macerates it and de 
taches the flesh of the palatic vault 
without in the slightest degree derang- 
ing it and then places it under a stomp- 
ing'machine, which punches out cocks' 
combs more perfect in shape than those 
produced by nature, yet sufficiently re- 
sembling them to deceive the connois- 
seurs. Still, there is a way of detecting 
tho artificial 
production—the cocks 


combs of clumsy nature have papilla? on 
both sides, whereas those of art have 
them only on one. Counterfeit cocks' 
combs are sold as low as 4 sous the 
dozen in Paris to poulterers, keepers of 
restaurants, pastry cooks, etc., and at 0 
sous to cooks in private families. 


Apropos of our subject, this man, in 


his intercourse with poulterers, got to 
learn that when they did not sell their 
turkeys off at once they were obliged 
to lower tho price about one-fifth every 
subsequent day or submit to a loss, al- 
though the turkey might present the 
same appearance of freshness that it did 
vvli-r.t first killed. And yet no cook could 
be deceived, aud this solely because the 
bird's legs, which were black and shiny 
i-ii tho day of its death, assumed a more 
mid more grayish tone as time went on. 
Jhi.' was quite sufficient for our man of 
ijvnUis. The shrewd manufacturer of 
i-^cks" combs hastened home and set to 
u-ork to compound a varnish which 
should defy the attacks of time and 
runticr turkeys' legs ever fresh and 
> • i-.uhful. In a couplo of days he return- 
ed triumphant to tho market and fur- 
nished the best proof of his success by 
<!r"?:viug the dealers themselves. Trials 
won- nest made upon the public, and 
turkeys with varnished legs were offered 
to tho cuaniugest cooks, who, deceived 
by appearances, made their purchases 
svithout demanding 
the customary 


abatement, and the conservation of the 
brilliant luster of turkeys' legs became 
from-.that time forward a regular trade, 
which (.certainly says little for the hon- 
esty of the poulterers, less for the judg- 
ment of tHe cooks, and least of all for 
the aesuned delicacy of taste of the Pa- 
risian gourmets,-—London Globe.
